» of Commons yesterday, was disap- 
pointing. The Prime Minister, who is 
suffering from a throat affection, was too 
ill to attend, and, possibly in consequence 
of his absence, Mr. Lloyd George decided 
not to intervene in the debate, The public 
had been looking forward to the ex- 
Premier's speech with much interest, 
because it was rumoured generally that he 
would advance certain concrete proposals 
as an alternative to the Government's 
policy of what Mr. Asquith described yes- 
terday as “ benevolent impotence.” The 
best speech of the debate was made by Sir 
Edward Grigg, a former secretary to 
Mr. Lloyd George. He argued that the 
events of recent months have removed the 
whole international problem to an entirely 
new plane. Before the French entered the 
Ruhr fheir quarrel with Gegmany was 
comparatively simple. They were anxious to 
recover their just dues under the Treaty 
of Versailles, and their only difference 
with Britain was in regard to ways and 
means. Since January, however, a new 
element had been introduced into the con- 
troversy, France now wanted not only 
reparations, but security, and her method 
of gaining her desire would involve the 
withdrawal! of German subjects and German 
territory from the German nation. In 
other words, Sir Edward Grigg declared, 
France was creating another Alsace- 
Lorraine in Europe. Impartial observers 
will be compelled reluctantly to agree 
with him. The natura] sympathies of 
most Britons are on the side of 
France; but, es Sir Edward Grigg said 
very wistly, the policy of a great Empire 
cannot be framed on sentiment alone. If 
the French succeed in their policy, and 
separate any part of the Rhineland from: 
Germany, enother war on a gigantic scale 
will become inevitable. 

Mr. Baldwin replied an the debate for 
the Government. He declared that the 
policy of benevolent neutrality was the 
only possible policy in the circumstances, 
and said that. premature intervention by 
Britain would be~worse than useless. 
He hinted, indeed, that at some later 
date Britain’s imtervention might ‘be 
of “inestimable value” both to France 
and to the world, but he refused resolutely 
to commit himself to any definite state- 
ment of policy. We can understand the 
anxiety of Mr. Bonar Law and his 
colleagues to refrain from any action 
which might give offence to France; but 
the French have made public their belief 
that those who are not with them are 
against them, and the Paris Press is 
eloquent of their attitude towards Britain. 
If there were any hope of a successful 


Valley, the British Government would be 
justified in its policy of laisser faire; but, 
unfortunately, an absolute deadlock seems 
to have been reached and seems to be 
likely to continue until either Germany or 
France is forced to yield through sheer 
exhaustion. The collapse of either 
country would be fatal to Europe’s hopes 
of economic recovery. It would plunge 
the Continent into a whirlpool of chaotic 
forces which would be beyond the power of 
statesmanship to control, and the condi- 
tions of Soviet Russia at its worst would 
be brought to the very door-step of 
Britain. Hitherto France has made no 
declaration of her aims in the Ruhr. She 
has said that Germany must capitulate 
unconditionally ; but, as no demands have 
been formulated, Germany seems to be 
helpless in the matter. If France means 
that the Germans must undertake to pay 
her £6,600,000,000 in full, there can be 
no hope whatever, because even French 
experts have declared this sum to be im- 
possible. It is high time that the French 
Government should tell the world exactly 
the conditions on which it will be prepared 
to evacuate the occupied territory. Britain, 
at any rate, has a right to know; and the 
most sensitive Frenchman will have no 
legitimate cause for complaint if she asks 
for the necessary information. 


Education in Ulster. 
The Roman Catholic bishops of the Six 
Counties have outlined their attitude to 
the Northern Government’s Education Bill. 


The Bill divides the primary schools of the 
Northern State into two classes—provided 
and voluntary. The provided schools will 
be maintained out of the rates and taxes— 
to which, of course, whether they adopt 
or reject these schools, the Roman Catholic 
ratepayers and taxpayers must continue to 
contribute their normal proportion. The 
provided schools will be controlled by local 
authorities and committees, which will 
appoint the teachers and in all other 
respects will oust the managerial system 
that has prevailed hitherto throughout the 
whole of Ireland. To this democratic 
control the Roman Catholic Church re 
mains hostile, and the Northern. bishops 
declare that “the provided schools are im- 
possible for our children.” Their rejec- 
tion of the voluntary schools is less 
definite, but they complain bitterly of the 
financial and other disabilities with which 
the Bill, in its present form, discourages 
the voluntary principle. Where the parish 
priest retains control as manager the local 
authority may contribute in a strictly 
limited fashion to the lighting and heating 
of the school; but, if larger contributions 
are required for equipment, repairs and 
general upkeep, the manager must accept 
the co-operation of a school committee on 
which parents may be represented in an 
advisory capacity. The bishops say that 
“ the little to be gained from school com- 
mittees may be dearly bought,” Finally, 
they insist on the maintenance of Roman 
Catholic training colleges for teachers, and 
repudiate any. suggestion that Roman 
Catholic teachers shall be trained at the 
Northern University, “apart from resi- 
dence in a Catholic college.”

There can be no 
question that any compromise which would 
settle an ancient and dangerous conflict 
without depriving any class or creed in 
Northern Ireland of any of the advan- 
tages of a great measure of democratic 
reform would be welcomed by ‘all good 
Irishmen. It would be a noble contribu- 
tion to Ulster’s progress; it would hasten 
the reform of education in the Free 
State; and sooner or later it would assert 
itself as an important factor in Irish 
unity, We believe that the Northern 
Government honestly desires a settlement 
and will listen to any proposals that do 
not invade the essential principles of the 
Bill. The problem of reconciling majority 
rule with the religious convictions of 
minorities has been solved, more or less 
satisfactorily, in England and Scotland. 
A like solution need not be impossible in 
Ulster. The second reading of the Educa- 
tion Bill will not be taken before the 
middle of April, and in the interval the 
bishops will have opportunity to frame 
constructive amendments. Of course, such 
amendments ought to be moved in the 
Northern Parliament by the Nationalist 
and Roman Catholic members who are en- 
titled to sit there. To sacrifice their 
constituents’ interests for the mere sake 
of a pose would be the height of folly. 


Houses and “ Rings.’ 


The building problem is fundamentally 
the same in Ireland as in England; but 
whereas, in this country, it is regarded 
for the time being as insoluble, a fresh 
effort to solve it has been started by the 
British Government’s scheme for subsidis- 
ing new construction. The radical grievance 
is the fact that building materials, fittings, 
fixtures, plumbing and all the things that 
go to. the making of a house have been 
maintained by the “rings” of manufac- 
turers and middlemen at excessive prices. 
We find, for example, that plasterers’ 
laths, which cost ninepence-halfpenny 
a bundle before the war, are now half-a- 
crown; that sinks, which were formerly 
five and tenpence, are now fifteen 
shillings; and ranges are four pounds 
fourteen shillings as against one pound 
sixteen. The British public, which hopes 
to get the advantage of the subsidy now 
offered by the Government, is up in arms 
against this “ramp. ' It'is equally concerned 
about the high railway freights on building 
materials, which confine competition to 
very limited areas, or, in other words, 
create a number of close monopolies. There 
is a fear that, as soon as the building 
begins, the rings may raise their prices 
still further; and the problem now is to 
devise some sort of official action by which 
this can be prevented. It is the business 
of Irish builders to observe events closely 
and, if the British find a remedy, to insist 
that our own householders shall get the 
benefit of the example. 


A Dry Port. 


The Port: Surveyor of New York has 
given orders that every bottle of liquor 
which is brought into port by a steamship 
passenger as a beverage shall be’. con- 
fiscated and that a fine of five dollars per 
bottle shall be imposed upon the owner. 
Up to the present, it appears, confiscation 
of the offensive liquor has been the sols 
penalty inflicted on the offending pas 
senger when he was clearly in possession 
of the stuff for his own conscmptior and 
not for profit. The fact that the liquor 
must be introduced as a beverage raises a 
rather nice point. The Port authorities, 
no doubt, will decide, in the first place, 
whether it is in fact drinkable; and, if 
recent events in America are any 
criterion, there is very little liquor 
with an alcoholic content that is 
not drinkable by somebody. ‘When the 
authorities have decided that the bottle 
of bay rum, let us say, or tonic lotion is 
drinkable, it is then for the passenger to 
show that it is not his purpose to drink it, 
but to rub it on his hair or to embalm 
arthropods in it; or, if he does intend to 
drink it, that it is purely medicinal. In 
this case the passenger must be able to 
prove that he really needs the tonic. 
After the entry clerk has been satisfied 
with his written declaration to this effact 
the passenger will find himself treated 
with liberality. He will be permitted to 
take a whole quart of the reviving fuid 
into the United States.

(1) That on and after a date to be here- 
after determined upon a professional degred 
shall be a necessary qualification for first 
recognition of a national teacher. 

(2) That the course of training be four 
years. 

(3) That, as regards training in the tech- 
nique of ordinary primary work, it is essen- 
tial, both in the professional and public in- 
terest, that the substantial test of capacity 
should come early in the course; but general 
education should, of course, go on concur- 
rently with this training. 

(4) That following on No. 2 of the Senate 
resolution of December 8th, which is as fol- 
lowe—“ That two years in training colleges 
of the type now in existence count as one year 
in the University under conditions to be pre- 
scribed,” the Senate be asked to prescribe the 
conditions at a very early date. . 

(5) That the general education side of the 
first two vears of the course secure exemp- 
tion from the first vear University course. 

(6) That the University hold a common 
éxamination on a first year standard for all 
those students who have completed a two 
years’ course. 

(7) That on the result of this common 
examination a further State scholarship of 
two years’ duration be awardable to the 
student. 

(8) That such scholarship be tenable in one 
ef the constitient Colleges cf the Nationa] 
University. 

(9) That these scholarships be assigned as 
between the constituent Colleges on the basis 
of the primary school population of their 
statutory areas, or on such other basis as 
may be agreed upon. 

(10) That the first University examination 
for students trained prior to 1923 be modified 
in standard in recognition of the years of 
leaching service which the candidates have 
@ven ; for those now undergoing training the 
examination should be based on the subjects 
in the courses they have pursued. 

(11) That the conditions in regard to 
exemnption set forth in the above provisions 
be taken as applying retrospectively to 
students who have taken the diplcma, and 
thereby completed a year’s attendance at the 
University, so as to permit snch students to 
enter for a degree on the completion of one 
further year’s attendance at the University. 

(12) That a limited number of graduates 
in arts or scienct be eligible for admission to 
training centres, and that such graduates be 
eligible for appointment as National teachers 
after having completed one year in a training 
centre and passed 4 professional examination,

NEW LONDON PLAYS. ' 


“ ANGELO ” AT THE THEATRE 
ROYAL, DRURY LANE. 


From Ovr Dramatic Crrric. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

“ Angelo,” which was produced last night 
at the Theatre Royal, Drury Lane, 
represents the romance of a ea“ composer, 
and is supposed to be founded on the life of 
Hoffman. 

The magnitude of the production can be 
gathered from the fact that there are 45 
scenes. True some of the scenes only last a 
minute or two, but the number tended to 
break the continuity of the story. 

None of the characters in the short scenes 
seemed real. They reminded me of little bits 
of fairy tales, and the people in them seemed 
just as fantastic. 

The use of the transparent curtain, behind 
which the whole action takes place, blurs the 
outline and gives a peculiar sense of distance 
to the player. This is emphasised by the 
darkening of the auditorium, and although 
many of the scenes are of great beauty there 
was a ghostly atmosphere about several due 
to the unusual lighting and stage effects. 

Seldom is the full stage in use—a scene is 
enacted in one corner, and then the action is 
transferred to another; the rest of the stage 
meantime being in darkness. It is a new 
phase of stage production in London (although 
is has been employed in a number of theatres 
on the Continent), and is likely to give the 
critics a theme for discussion for a long time 
to come. 

Mr. Maurice Moscovitch has a stupendous 
task as Anzelo. At one moment he is an 
old man telling his story; the next, a young 
and passionate youth. He adopts a strange 
slow diction throughout the play. and is 
more convincing as the old composer than as 
the eccentric youth. 

Miss Moyna MacGill takes the three parts 
of Ginlin, the Countess, and Undine, playing 
them all with great charm.

The “list of Customs and Excise duties in 


the Irish Free State and of drawbacks: and 
allowances granted according to the tariff in 
operation upon the ist April, 1925,” is. not 
yet on sale in Dublin, but the Government 


publishers expect to have it in a few days. 
The ‘list consists of thirty-two pages, .and, 

as has been previously stated, is virtually a 

replica of the list of tariffs in operation in 


Great Britain. 


Regarding the application of the duties to 
British motér cars and motor cycles and 
British produced cinema films and other 
British manufactured articles, there was some 
apprehension. 

The case of these was defined in the state: 
ment of Mr. Cosgrave in the Dail on Tuesday. 
Mr. Cosgrave announced that preferential rates 
would be conceded. The preference in each 
case reduces the duly to two-thirds of the 
full charge. 

In an explanatory note as to granting of 
preferential Customs rates, the tariff circular 
states :'— 

“ Preferential Customs rates are granted in 
respect of certain goods as specified in the 
tariff where they are shown to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners of Revenue to have been 
consigned from and grown, produced or mann- 
factured in the British Empire. 

‘“ Manufactured articles generally are not 
entitled to the preferential rates unless 26 
per cent, of their value is the result of labour 
within the British Empire. 

“Manufactured tobacco, refined sugar, 
syrup, molasses and extracts from sigar, 
however, are entitled to the preferential yate 
if not less than 5 per cent. of their value is 
the result of labour within the British 
Empire, but the preferential rate is granted 
only in respect of such proportion of the 
manufactured article as corresponds to the 
proportion of dutiable material used in its 
manufacture which is shown to have been 
grown or produced in the Empire. . 

“Sagar refined in a bonded refinery in the 
Trish Free State and Cavendish tobacco manu- 
factured in a bonded factory in the Irish Free 
State are similarly entitled to the preferential! 
rate only to the extent to which they are 
manufactured from dutiable material grown 
or produced in the British Empire.”’ 
he special concession to cinema films pro- 
duced by Irish artists was noted in the 
Irish Times yesterday. The full film duties 
are:—Blank films, {d.; positives, 1d.: and 
negatives, 6d., the preferential rate being 
two-thirds. 

A note appended states :—‘‘If it is proved 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of 
Revenne as respects any imported negative 
cinematograph film, whether developed or un- 
developed, that the production of the film was 
organised by persons whose chief or only 
place of business was in the Irish Free State,

POLISH PREMIER AND THE

Official information. received to-day 
irom Moscow confirms this. Nevertheless, | 
do not desire my communicating this informa- 
tion to minimise the gravity of the situation. 
On the contrary, I emphasise it, seeing that 
we have had too much evidence in the past 
that such, or similar, declarations by the 
Soviet Government were made for various 
tactical reasons, and were often modified.

MILITARY POSTS ATTACKED. 


Attacks were made on military posts on the 
North side of Dublin early this morning, and 
heavy firing was sustained for thirty minutes.

AMERICAN TOURISTS FOR

SEARCH FOR A POLICY. 


-- 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The House of Commons again pursued its 
searen for a policy in the Ruhr question 
without any conspicueus success. Sir E. 
Grigg, in an efiective maiden speech, lucidly 
described the difficulties of the British posi- 
tion. . The French action in the Rubr, as he 
pointed out, far exceeds the limits of the 
Treaty of Versailles, and the schemes and 
plans that are being devised by French 
publicists in the atmosphere of nervous ten- 
sion created by the Ruhr contlict go far be- 
yond anything provided íor in the joint de- 
liberations of the victors in the war. We 
are, In tact, faced with the possibility that 
France may be preparing to conclude with 
Germany a new treaty that would supersede 
the Treaty of Versailles. Naturally, Great 
Britain could not agree to any such form of 
separate action on the part of France. The 
Government irom the first regarded the ex- 
pedition into the Ruhr as inexpedient and 
unprofitable, and it certainly cannot admit 
the assumption that France, on the strength 
of her effort in the Ruhr, should assert a claim 
to determine the future of Europe in accord- 
ance with her own temporary desires. 

As Sir Edward Grigg said, we have in this 
country a strong prejudice in favour 
France, and we would much rather agree than 
disagree with her. For that very reason we 
consider that the French publicists. who talk 
about a new and separate treaty. and even go 
go far as to revive those combinations for a 
Continental bloc, from which England would 
be excluded, are committing a fatal error. 

e only country in Europe in which France 
still has real friends is England. Any of the 
illusory combinations which exclude England 
would mean the complete isolation of France. 
If the Ruhr policy is developed to a point at 
which England is definitely antagonised, then 
France will be isolated in a hostile Europe. 
For the present we regard the theories of an 
exclusive domination of Europe by France 
that are now being elaborated in the French 
Press as the manifestation of a mood that 
may pass. It would signify the bankruptcy of 
French -tatesmanship if France were to leave 
oat of account, or deliberately to affront, the 
real friendship that persists for her in this 
country. 

Mr. Baldwin indicated yesterday that. 
thongh the Government were unable as yet 
to put forward an active policy in regard to 
the Ruhr, they were maintaining close con- 
tact with both parties in the struggle. and 
were presenting their views very clearly to 
the French. We sincerely hope that in so 
doing the Government are strongly insisting 
on the British right to play an active part 
when the opportunity. for bringing about a 
European settlement does at last arise.

LEGAL POSITION, 

The Tim: Paris Corespondent, in a mes- 
tage yesterday, states:—Some misapprehen- 
sion seems to have existed concerning the 
latest: decision of the Reparation Commusaion 
with reference to the recent issue of a loan 
by the German Government. It has been 
represented that Germany is not entitled 
under the terms of the Treaty of Versailles to 
issue loans This is not accurate. But 
any loan which Germany raises without 
having previously obiained the permission of 
the Reparation Commission is subject to cer- 
tain risks. The bondholders may hereafter 
find themselves in an unpleasant position, 
since the Allies have a first call upon the 
revenues and resources of the German State, 
and before interest can be paid the repara- 
tion account must, in theory at least, have 
been satisfied. This is the legal position 
under Article 248 of the Treaty, and the 
Reparation Commission has so informed the 
Knegslasten Kommission, in a letter drafted 
by Sir Jotm Bradbury and M. Delacroix. 

The difference between this reminder of 
Allied priority, as against the bondhoklers 

e French thesis that Germany has 
violated the Treaty, and that the proceeds oi 
the loan were liable to seizure is, it will be 
appreciated, considerable And it should be 
made clear that there is no change of policy 
on the part of the British delegate in accept- 
ing the responsibility of asserting the Allied 
right of priority. He has not emerged from 
what has heen called his retirement in order to 
support the French policy of the past few 
months.

BOLSHEVIST ANTI-POLISH MOVE. 


Although details of the trial of Archbishop 
Cieplak and the other clercs are scanty, it 
is quite evident that they were deliberately 
made the victims of Soviet political intrigues 
against Poland, telegraphed 7 Ae T'imes Cor- 
respondent at Riga yesterday. rhe Baltic 
‘ress is indignant, and declares that the 
Bolshevists intend holding the clevics under 
sentence of death as trumps in the anti-Polish 
political game in the same manner as they 
hold the Social Revolutionaries, who are stall 


languishing in solitary confinement under 
deplorable conditions. Moreover, according to 
Soviet law the sentences are quite legal. 

The onlwv offence of a definite character that 
has been reported was committed by a priest 
named Grakh. A witness, Smirnoff, stated 
that he and other officials arrived at a church 
to collect valuables, but the priest Grakh 
stood at the altar and would not allow them 
to remove the articles from the altar. A 
number of faithfud Catholic laymen sur- 
rounded the priest, and prevented the officials 
from approaching the altar, whereupon the 
officials employéd physical force to carry out 
the sequestration.

In the Northern House of Commous yester- 
day further votes in the estimates were con- 
sidered in Committee of Supply. 

On a vote of £310,568 for grants to local 
authorities in respect of health, housing, etc., 
and in relief of local rates, 

The Minister for Home Affairs explained 
that the estimates this year showed a saving 
of £155,555, as compared with those of 1922. 
They included a sum of £2,000 for the medi- 
cal and dental treatment of school children, 
but this would probably be the last year he 
would be asking for that contribution, as the 
responsiblity in the matter would pass to the 
Education authority under the new bill. 

Mr. Duff called attention to the high rent 
of the houses built for ex-Servicemen by tho 
Belfast Corporation. He said that it was 
impossible tor the tenants to continue to pay 
the rents. As a matter of fact, a large num- 
ber of houses had been taken by ex-Service- 
men, who salaries and wagee had been re- 
duced in some cases by more than the total of 
the rent. It would be n for same 
action to be taken by Parliament or by the 
Corporation, so that this iniquitous state of 
affairs should cease, and cease quickly. 

He had read with interest the serious 
statement of the Minister of Finance, that the 
reason for this iniquitous atate of affairs was 
entirely due to the procrastination of the 
Belfast Corporation, He did not hink that 
the matter could be allowe@ to rest there. 
Some action would have to be taken imme- 
diately, He had learned that the reason 
for the inaction was that the Belfast Cor- 
ortion considered that they should not 
ear one penny of the loss, 4s 
they were compelled by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment to build these houses. 

RURAL AREAS. 

Mr, Cowper claimed the consideration of 

Parliament for the rural areas. -He said that 
they heard a good dea] about money, but 
they could not get any of it, and they wanted 
financial assistance to get on with housing.

authority of Belfast. In his opinion the solu- 
tion of the problem would be expedited by 
the Corporation realising those houses at the 
earliest possible imoment, consistent with 
pradent judgment.

REFORMATORY SCHOOLS. 

Moving a vote of £9,280 for retormatory 
and industrial schools, Sir Dawson Bates said 
that there was no change of any importance 
during the year in the system of administra- 
tion, with which he admitted that he was 
far from satisfied. He was awaiting the re- 
pert of a Committee, of which Mr, es Was 
Chairman, regarding the system obtaining in 
ese ls and reformatories. 

Complaining of the reluctance of magis 
trates to commit children, he quoted siatistics 
showing the marked reduction in the number 


for 


‘of commitals in 1922 as compared with 1913, 


and commented that the attitude of the magis- 
trates had not a good effect upon the commo- 
nity as a whole. Cases had been brought to 
his notice where hoys were brought up te- 
peatédly ia the Courts, and, in spite of the 
police reports regarding them, the istrates 
refused to commit them. He admitted that 
the present system had défects, but he hoped 
that when he had received the report of the 
Committee on the matter he would be able 
to bring forward some measure to remedy the 
administration. 
Speaking as a magistrate who had re- 
pontedly adjudicated in the Children’s Court, 
Mr. Grant said that the magistrates had to 
act a good deal on the opinion of the officials 
of the Court, who had often declared that the 
veformatory was not a p lace to send 
these voungaters. It was poin out, he said, 
that the younger criminals were mostly boys 
who had come out of reformatory schools. The 
magistrates also were in an awkward fix 
when parents and guardians came to Court 
and made piteous appeals on behalf of the 
children. He suggested that arrangements 
should be made to have boys transferred to 
homes in the conntry, and placed under the 
supervision of probation officers. He under- 
stood that a committee was inquiring into the 
whole subject. 
The vote was passed. 

PARLIAMENTARY STAFF. 
The Parliamentary Secretary to the Minfe- 
try of Fingnce (Mr. J. Milne Barbour) sub- 
mitted the vote for the Houses of Parliamen 
which showed a decrease of £1,921, compa 
with last year’s estimate of £21,124. The 
decrease was principally due to a reduction in 
the bonus paid to the staffs, consequent upon 
the decrease in the cost of living. 

Mr. McGuffin referred to the salaries paid 
to the Parliamentary re rs, which he re- 
garded as inadequate for the amount of work

Farther, I state that the critical moment is 
steadily drawing near. If no party with a 
thorough grasp of the real need of the moment 
is at hand to mediate, then the chances are 
ten to one against an All-Ireland agreement 
being reached. | 
Southern Protestants need not fear to under- 
take this work, No party will oppose them 
in their efforts, and the task is one which can 
be undertaken wholly apart from political en- 
tanglemént. It is a thousand times better that 
they should make the attempt than to remain 
inactive and occupy an almost helpless we 
tion ‘in the midst of a national crisis. ey 
can do an infinite amount of good without the 
risk of any harm to themselves or their 
country. Perhaps, it will help to illustrate my 
meaning to record the following personal ex- 
perience. During the acute period of con- 
troversy over Home Rule, prior to 1914, I took 
an active patt in the work of the Ulster 
Volunteers and the Orange Institution. 
Though at first opposed to Home Rule purely 
on the of religion, I was then con- 
vinced of the futility the measure on 
national grounds.

I replied, “that is so.” ‘‘ How long have You 
held these views on unity?” I eo] that; 
the taking of the Orange oath and my associa- 
tion with the Ulster Volunteers had led me to 
study seriously what, before God, was my 
real duty to my country: that for some time 
I had m convinced that, to be true to 
God and my conscience, I should work for 
national unity. “Do you really believe 
unity is possible?” © ‘‘ Yes,” 1 answered, 
“I am thoroughly convinced. Just as 1 am 
willing to work for unity becanse I believe 
it is pleasing to God, so would everyone of 
my brother Orangemen adopt the same atti- 
tude if they were similarly convincéd ; and if 
their Catholic fellow-countrymen approached 
them openly in that spirit, it would be found 
that both had enough true religion of heart 
and inherent love of country to make unity 
possible,” Turning slightly from me, then, 
the stranger slowly paced the floor for a few 
seconds, evidently deep in thought. Then, 
in a manner as if he were reviewing a 
theme of his own, “he exclaimed, “I, too, 
have thought of this! I, too, have thought 
of this! Wonld te God I could believe the 
unity of Ireland were achievable on the lines 
you indicate; but 1 know it is not possible— 
not yet!” These words were spoken more to 
i f than to me. 
Next, turning abruptly towards me, he said, 
“You know, Dan  'éonnail said that the 
freedom of Ireland was not worth the 
shedding of @ single drop of blood; but we 
don’t believe that.” In 2 course of a few 
further brief remarks he expressed the utmost 
surprise at views such as mine being held 
by a member of the Orange Institution. For 
a moment, it seemed to me he had almost 
been shaken in some belief. Parting at our 
bedroom doors he extendéd his hand and, 
looking me firmly in the face for a few 
seconds, uttered a fervent “ God bless you.” 
Only then did I realise that I had met a 
man who took uo ordinary interest in the 
fate of his country. Immediately I had an 
intense desire to enter his- room and discuss 
the ane anew, heart to heart, but for some 
reason Í did not.

TWO MEN KILLED. 


News reached coon on Tuesday night of 
an encounter between National troops and an 
armed band

appears that a column of about 40 National 
troops surprised a small party. Fire was 
opened, arid in the conflict two of the armed 
band, named John Sheedy and Matthew Ryan, 
were shot dead. 

A man named Hughes was captured and 
brought to Nenagh Barracks, while a number 
of men escaped. 

John Sheedy: had been Chairman of the 
Nenagh Board of Guardians. He was a large 
farmer. Matthew Ryan also belongs to a 
farming family in the Nenagh district. He 
had been at business for many years in 
Nenagh.

The jury ‘ound that Horan met his death 
at 6.30 p.m. on the !9th Marcel as the result 
of a bullet wound received in Silver street. 
They added :—' We are unable to agree by 
whom the bullet was fired, or as to tle 
culpability of the person who fired it.”

Witness took it from the man that had it 
and meeting the boy, Scallan, outside, aaked 
him who fired the shot. The boy said that 
he did not know. In order to make him tell 
witness hit him with his left hand. Witness 
then saw a man running up the street, and he 
followed and fired five shots at him. Hogan 
was caught in the cross-fire, and jell on the 
footpath.

Dealing with conditions in small farming 
communities in County Donegal, the witness 
gaid that subsidiary industries played an im- 
portant part in assisting the small holder there 
to pay his rent and outgoings, and he thought 
that they should endeavour to those in- 
dustries on a better footing. for mmstance, 
the fishing industry should be assisted, so as 
to enable those engaged in it to compete on 
more equal terms with the English and Scot- 
tish fishing companies companies sent 
their trawlers to the Irish coast, and, having 
obtained their cargoes, proceeded direct to 
English and Scotch markets, thus saving in- 
termediate freights, whereas the Donegal 
fisherman, owing to the want of proper boats, 
had to land his fish locally, and all inter- 
mediate charges had to be paid in the transit 
of the catch to the market. At present 
farmer-fishermen were really working for the 
benefit of the carrying companies. —. 

As to weaving, embroidery, and similar in- 
dustries in the county, he said that there was 
a difficulty in finding markets for the finished 
If the Government would set up 
clearing stations where the workers could send 
the products of their industries and get a per- 
centage of their outlay on account, that would 


be a encouragement to the workers, and 
soar os a long way to relieve unemploy- 
ment.

As far as the agricultural 
interest was concerned—and it was 70 per 
cefit. of the total interest of the country— 
they were against the adoption of “ eummer- 
time.” : : 
Dealing with agricultural seconstruction, Sir 
Nugent Everard said that under the present 
circumstances corn could not be grown at a 
profit, and the land must inevitably revert to 
pasture unless some form of protection was 
introduced. The gtowing of wheat should be 
encouraged, so that people would have bread 
in time of war. The amount of wheat and its 

uivalent in flour imported into Ireland ia 
1921 was twenty times as much as the amount 
of wheat grown in Ireland in 1922. If one 
shilling a barrel was levied on imported wheat 
it would provide 5s. per barrel~bounty on four 
times the amount at t grown in Ireland 
without any loss to the Treasury. If bounties 
were allowed only for wheat exported there 
would be very little ex in administration, 
and Irish wheat would be able to compete 
successiully with the American soft wheats 
in the British markets.

INSURANCE CLAIMS. 


Mr. M. Fitegerald said that the statement of 
the President had been very clear in many 
respects. When it came to making an Act of 
Parliament. retrospective, he would suggest 
that such a retrospective Act in reference to 
money was one which should be very carefully 
thought out. The credit of the nation might 
be very seriously damaged by denying its 
liabilities, as happened in England when Mr. 
Goschen reduced the rate of interest on Con- 
sols. Nothing was more damaging to England 
for a hundred years. 

He did not know whether the Government 
had taken into consideration tHat a great 
amount of money respecting these claims could 
be saved to the Government. During the 
period of about nine or twelve months it was a 
very ordinary thing for people to insure 
against riot and civil commotion. English in- 
surance mopanies came over and extracted 
enormous fees. The fee in a case of ordinary 
fire insurance would be about 3s. for £100 per 
year. These companies extracted a fee of £3, 
and in some cases it was more, and not for a 
year, but for three months. In practically 
all the cases where premises were destroy 
or injured by fire owing to local circumstances 
these insurance companies, without paying a 
single penny, got the persons who paid the 
premium of the insurance to make a claim on 
the county councils, and they pocketed the 
money and paid no claims. 

In cases where they gave advances they gave 
them on condition that when the claim was 
paid by the local anthorities they got back 
their money. In these cases if the Govern- 
ment got back their money he did not see 
that it would be very much harm, and it 
would relieve the Exchequer to a very large 
sum. ' 


LOSS OF LIFE, 


Mr. John T. O'Farrell! said that Sir John 
Keane had not taken such generous views in 
connection with a much smaller matter con- 
cerning the secondary teachers. 

It was clear that the nation had a respon- 
sibility to those who had suffered through 
no fault of their own, to the extent to which 
the nation was able to meet this demand. 
He believed that that responsiblity should 
be discharged in the fairest and most equit- 
able mauner. The country had _ evidently 
made up its mind that a very large sum of 
money would have to be raised for this pur- 
pose, and consequently they were concerned 
with the basis on which and the manner in 
which that sum should be paid ont. To his 
mind, at all events, the great feature of the 
bill was its avowed intention of placing an 
almost negligible value on human life. 

They had it on the evidence of an officer of 
the Free State Army that an engine-driver 
was shot in Tralee, and another was seriously 
wounded, because they refused to take part in 
the destruction of engines in that part of the 
country. They hed cases of drivers shot on 
their trains because they refased to pull up 
their engines, and they had cases of men 
heroically guarding their places of trust, such 
as banks and post-offices, who paid the 
penalty with their lives; and yet it was pro- 
that compensation to the widows and 
orphans of these men should be at the plea- 
sure of the Minister of Finance, while a man 
who had a window broken had full com- 
pensation guaranteed to him under the terms 
of the bill. 

He suggested that this policy, apart from 
the fact that it was unjust and inequitable, 
was not calculated to develop a good civic 
spirit in the people. One would have wished 
that a more convincing and less ignoble argu- 
ment had been put forward in defence of the 
way it was d to deal with the de- 
pendents of those who had lost their lives. 
Section 8, which dealt with compensation to 
railway companies, involved very serious con- 
siderations. They could understand the ne- 
cessity for keeping the lines open and the 
need for expedition in meeting pressing claims 
from the companies hardest hit. They could 
also see the wisdom of avoiding, as far as 
practicable, the necessity of bringing all the 
cases into court; but it was very difficult to 
see the need for the secrecy as to the terms 
of the agreement come to with the compamies. 
Here they had a section which enabled a 
Minister to pay away millions of money with- 
out the Oireachtas having any voice whatever 
as to the terms or the amount, or the basis on 
which it was being paid out. ©* course, they 
were constantly reminded that they were liv- 
ing in abnormal times, and it was quite evi- 
dent that they were, because this proposal 
was equivalent to an almost complete negation 
of Parliamentary control of national finance. 


ASTONISHED. 


The Right Hon. Andrew Jameson said that 
he was greatly astonished on reading the bill 
to find that the question of compensation for 
personal injuries had been taken out of it. 
Knowing the state of the country and al) that 
had happened, and the number of people that 
had been injured, he would have thought that 
that would have been one of the first things 
that would have been specifically dealt with 
in the only way in which the Government 
could deal with it, and that was from the 
mone int of view.
